7. To choose all other necessary Town Officers and Agents 
for the ensuing year. 


8. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to pay 
librarian’s salary and library tax. 


9. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary t:) 
pay Old Age Assistance, and town poor charges. 


10. To see what sums of money the Town will vote to raise 
to pay other Town charges.

To the Unity School Board: 


You are fortunate to hold the services of three teachers from 
last year, Mrs. Gretel Cole at the Center School, Mrs. L. Alice Ball 
and Miss Florence Hutchinson at East Unity. Miss Gladys Brit- 
ton began work at the County School last fall, and Miss Gladys 
Hurlbutt at the Church School. Both are normal graduates and 
suecessful experienced teachers. 


Electric lights are being installed in the schools. Good lights 
insure better eyesight for some of the children, better order in 
school on dark days, and an increase in hours of study. 

In the table attached, “State Aid,’ I have tried to show in a 
simple way the method by which the amounts of the state aid 
checks are determined. Please note that if the legislature should 
raise enough funds to meet the obligations to the districts, Unity 
would receive $106.20 more than it now seems possible. 

If the bili to help defray high school costs in the overtaxed 
towns had passed two years «go, Unity would have received for 
above 3% mills, $270.28 from that fund this year, and if a new 
bill based en 2% mills could be made a law you would receive 
$623.31. 

I appreciate the kindnesses of the Unity School board this year 
in their attempt to make my work as easy as possible, and I wish 
to thank then: and the teachers for their help and kindness.
